HAPPY WASHDAY 

Washday Blues are quickly being diminished with the 
introduction of new easy care fabrics, new detergents, 
water softeners, fabric softeners and a dozen other 
‘laundry aids'’, Long established washing methods are 
being discarded as not satisfactory for the new materials, 

Water Hardness - is often a problem, Hard water soay 
- ‘‘curd’’ which is almost impossible to remove from your 
clothes, Synthetic Detergents - do not “curd’’ but they 
also work better in softened water, If you do not have 
a water softener attached to the water system, packaged 
water softeners will do the job, Follow the package 
directions, 

Brown spots forming on clothing is usually because 
of iron in the water, The only effective means of control 
is to install an [ron removal filter, Avoid using chlorine 
bleach or the entire wash will be yellow, with brown 
spots, Perborate or oxygen bleach only, may be safely 
used, 

Water temperature as high as the fabric will stand 
is a general rule for softening grease and opening the 
fibres, Some homemakers are claiming success with a 
cold water wash, 

Bleach removes color and some stains but is nota 
substitute for a good washing, Measure carefully, and 
dilute well before adding to the washer, 

Chlorine bleach is the strongest, and should not be 
used on colored fabrics, It will react with fron tn the 
water to ‘‘yellow’’ the wash, 

Perborate (Oxygen) Bleach has weaker action on 
stains and can be used on most fibres, and on color- 
fast fabrics, 

Fabric softeners, bluing and starch may help over- 
come laundry problems, or you may not require them 
for a sparkling clean wash, Learn to use them wisely,
